chosls, in which he traced the incarnations 
of souls in various forms through periods of 
from one thonsand to ten thousand years, 
His puerile mythological system describes 
the immortal Gods as driving up in chariots 
through the dome of the heavens to get upon 
the roof and look abroad at infinite trnth as 
they stand or drive — the revolving dome. 

Such attempts at philosophy and psycholo- 
gy would ber: to-day as an appropriate 
emanation from an insane asylum. if our 
charity leads us to regard these notions as 
due go the barbaric ignorance of the times, 
rather than the imbecility of the author, we 
cannot make such an apo for his utter- 
ances upon a mathematical question, upon 
which a Greek should have been as Intelli- 
gent as n modern.

Good thingy do not came in that 
way. Those who he gequired, by experience 
and study, a knowledge of those subtile cura- 
tive agencles which are to-day performing 
cures that formerly were thought miraculous, 
must be called on to reduce their syatems to 
order and toteach them to able men and 
women who will practice them- for the gen- 
eral good. This can best be done by a well- 
organized and well-equipped school of Ra- 
tional Medicine where the ablest Instructors 
shall give the best training to able stu- 
dents, and graduate them with well-trained 
minds to follow a rational system. b 

May we not hope that such a school will 
come ere long? There are to-day many 
wealthy Spiritualists who have seen those 
whom they love slaughtered by incompetent 
physicians who were themselves the slaves 
of irrational‘systema.

I followed a velo across bis well In rating a place 
where to dig. I had to go home, and In a fow days 
I recelvod a letter saying that tho well was a perfect 
success, Tho citlzeon Immediately commenced to 
dig another that I had located, olor down one hun- 
dred feoti the water flowed three foet abore the 
Surface, Cynus FULLKE.

resentment. But, being sociable, we are often 
prea by the Isolation of our high stand-polnt.

We ought to be here for some bet- 
tor purpose than the mere exchange of con- 
gratulations—on account of the rapid growth 
and wide diffasion of our spiritualistic views.

Where uo one sustained s subordinate rela- 
tion to another; and every was left to 
obey his Individual Impulsd in madly rush- 
ing to the battle? I leave the Imagination 
of the hearer to picture the scene and the 
consequences. Legions of tramps and strag- 
glers are of no possible use if we alm at vic- 
tory. They only cal with them the ele- 
ments of disorder and the prophecy of dis- 
aster.

though they had been the oppressor of those 
within their power, the only possible risk they 
run in obtaining fall pardon for these crimes 
is, that death may overtake them so swiftly, 
by accident or otherwise, as to giva them no 
time to make their peace with God; but if 
they have a few minutes of consciousness ba- 
fore death, they can, by pleading the merita 
of Jesus, enter into the presence of their 
Maker as freo from the taint of sin us the 
child unborn. Now will Mr. Crysler say that 
this is other than a fair presentation of his 
side of the case, and being nd in view of 
the fect that statistica s that the great 
majority of deaths take place at home, giving 
ample time for repentance, men are encour- 
nged by this doctrine to continue in sin as 
though they had license to do s0, so that in- 
stead of it proving to be the farthest possible 
from a license,” it ia the nearest possible 
thing to it.

. A tew years ago we had an irruption of 
“astral beings” and gnomes Into our spirit- 
ual kingdom, some correspondents calling 
up these weird creatures as real existences.

Ifa man desires a new region wherein to 
prospect for gold, in which he is to find the 
precious metal already minted Into sover- 
eigna for his pocket, without the trouble of 
crushing the quartz, it is not in this: direc- 
tion that he must look to find it. 

Let us consider for a moment what would 
be the effect upon us, as rational beings, if 
all communications made tó us from the 
spiritual world or state uh be accepted by 
us ns tovariably true, We/should be led to 
seek in them a solution of all thelproblems of 
life—for direction in every action for com- 
fort in every noed. The effect of this would 
be pecessarily and unavoidably a gradual 
and finally entire suspension of the opera- 
tions of Reason; to intromit us into a condi- 
tion of worse than second childhood; and f- 
nally to leave us in a state of being in which 
the processes of Intellect no longer needed. 
the powers of mind needful to them would 
wholly disappear from disuse, or leave be- 
bind them only rudimentary Intellectual ap- 
pendages from which the scientific investiga- 
tor of the future would be able to detect and 
display the nobler origin from which we shall 
have degraded. 

Lying spiritual messages are the natura! 
corrolary of lodiscriminating and irrational 
belief, and very thankful, as I have sald, may 
we be for them, for they are blessings in dis- 


word of avofher class of spirit very active 
and mischlovons in this relation, whom I will 
describe as “ infating apirits;” spiritas who 
employ themselves in stimulating the apiy 
and 'soll-esteem of the experimentalist by 
false or misleading statements of the great 
importance of the wark to be done by him or 
her individually, and wf the exalted ition 
which he already enjoys or to which he ia di- 
rected to aspire.

The Decay of Dogmatism, 


. Daily evidences come to us that the old 
supremacy of dogmatic theology, as occupy- 
ing the attention and governing the life of 
man, isa thing of the past. A few weeks 
ago the Episcopal Church Congress met in 
Detroit, with many leading clergymen and 
several bishops from all over the country In 
attendance. While it was understood that 
Ita members held, more or less closely, to the 
Thirty-Nine Articles of the old English Epis- 
copal Church, very little was sald about them; 
small attention was given to dogmatic the- 
ology; some of the ablest speakers were elo 
quently earnest for upholding reason and 
conscience as God-given and final; and prac- 
tical questions of religious edacation, per- 
sonal. spiritual culture, health, charity and 
the like, had the largest share of time and 
thought. They did not follow ttie good ex- 
ample of the Church Congress at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne last year and discuss Spiritualism, 
but they put themselves In sympathy with 
our daily lifo and present needs far more 
than a like body of representative men would 
havp done ten years ago. 
am en a Catholic plenary counei! has 
jet in Baltimore, with its public dolugs 
widely reported in the newspapers. 

This large and important council repre- 
sented “ the mother church,” the oldest and 
largest of all Christian 'seets, and the most 
conservative of all. Of course the delegates 
were good Catholics, with no- abatement of 
doctrinal belief, yet the interpretation of 
doctrines,and the method and spirit of teach- 
ing, cannot, in this centary, be what they 
were iu the past. These Catholic priests, 
men whose lives are largely devoted to the- 
ological instruction, occupied their time at 
Baltimore in the discussion of topica which 
would have been regarded as too secular and 
worldly for holy men to-dwoll on at any 
length in the days of thé councils at Nice or 
Trent. Methods of education, parochial and 
theological schools, missions among South- 
ern negroes, opposition to divorce laws, and 
other like questions had far more prothinence 
than creeda! definitions, or the persecutio: 
of heretics. No ghost of religious persecu- 
tion reared its awful form in their, presence, 
and the newspaper reports, if they named 
the Pope at all, spoke with the same 
respect with which théy would speak of any 
Protestant potentate. 

In London still stands the pillar set up as 
a momorial of tho great fire in 1605, on which 
is the following inscription:

It is disintegration opposed to aggregation 
and assimilation by organie law. ft is the 
force chemical affinities oppose to the vital 
processes, which build up and sustain living 
organisms, and forms of substance vital with 
forces which cement atoms and molecules in- 
to masses. It isa force potent as the propa- 

ator of life. Hence, as generally compre- 
hended, the name death is a misnomer, as 
conveying & wrong Idea of its office in nature, 
It is a destroyer in the sense of subjecting 
forms to.the conditions of dissolution, when 
their elements scatter and the forms disap- 
pear, that is the material forms, and in no 
other sense.

Panl, by inspiration 
Taught what is taught in the same way to- 
day, viz.; that the dead live, and by a law de- 
monstrated in nature's most common pro- 
ceases. Revelation is a law. a fact in nature 
that takes its place beside other laws, other 
facts, and its lessons cannot be ignored.
